I am  thirty-two  years  of  age.  I graduated  M.B.  and  C.M.  at 
Glasgow  University  in  1889,  and  soon  after  went  to  the  Rotunda 
Hospital,  Dublin,  and  then  was  appointed  Senior  House-Surgeon 
to  the  Greenock  Infirmary  and  Fever  Hospital,  to  which  was 
attached  at  that  time  the  Ferguson  Eye  Bequest  (Dr.  Cluckie, 
Surgeon),  with  a large  outdoor  department  and  wards.  I assisted 
Dr.  Cluckie,  and  in  his  absence  took  full  charge.  I held  this 
post  for  fifteen  months. 

During  the  winter  of  1891-92  I was  Assistant  to  Mr.  Nettleship 
and  Mr.  Couper  at  the  Royal  London  Ophthalmic  Hospital, 
Moorfields,  and  Clinical  Assistant  to  Mr.  Juler  at  the  Royal 
Westminster  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  London.  At  that  time  I 
studied  the  Pathology  of  the  Eye  with  Mr.  Treacher  Collins, 
and  had  a course  of  Ophthalmic  Operative  Surgery  with  Mr. 
Morton,  and  another  with  Mr.  Lawford  at  Saint  Thomas’  Hos- 
Dital. 

In  Germany  I studied  from  May,  1892,  to  the  middle  of 
March,  1893 ; at  Gottingen  under  Professor  Schmidt-Rimpler, 
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and  at  Berlin  under  Professors  Hirschberg,  Schweigger,  and 
Schoeler. 

In  Paris,  during  the  summer  of  1893,  I worked  with  Professor 
Panas  both  in  his  clinique  and  in  his  pathological  laboratory, 
and  attended  the  cliniques  of  Doctors  Landolt,  Trousseau,  De 
Wecker,  Parinaud,  and  Galezowski.  Previous  to  1891,  as  both 
a student  and  a graduate,  I spent  much  of  my  time  at  Eye  work. 
For  the  past  six  years  I have  devoted  my  time  exclusively  to 
this  speciality. 

I have  now  for  nearly  four  years  been  practising  in  Glasgow 
as  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  doing  no  general  practice.  During 
the  first  two  of  these  years  I worked  in  addition  at  the  Eye 
Infirmary,  as  Dr.  Reid’s  testimonial  certifies.  I was  then  appointed 
Assistant  Surgeon  to  the  Ophthalmic  Institution,  a post  which 
I have  now  held  for  eighteen  months,  Dr.  Napier  being  my 
senior.  In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Napier  I took  his  place ; and, 
since  the  beginning  of  March,  with  the  exception  of  a few  days 
when  he  was  in  town,  I have  had  full  charge,  doing  the  work  both 
at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  at  the  Ophthalmic  Institution. 

I trust  that  the  time  and  labour  I have  already  devoted  to 
the  work  of  their  Hospitals,  and  also  the  length  of  time  I have 
devoted  solely  to  Ophthalmology,  will  be  taken  into  the  favourable 
consideration  of  the  Managers  in  making  the  appointments.
